The Press Association. special correspondent, 
tclegraphing from somewhere in France under

The Government's 
policy in this matter had met with much enti- 
cism, and perhaps with some resistance, The 
criticism was, however, largely due to oppost- 
tion, not. to what the Government actually con- 
templated doing, but to what they were er- 
roneously supposed to have in contemplation. 
Their object was not to break up a definite 
quantity of .graes land, although he was cen- 
vinced that a very considerable breaking up of 
such land would be inevitable if they were to 
aitain their purpose, which was to -increase 
greatly the production of corn, and especially 
of wheat.

NEUTRAL TRADE WITH GERMANY 


The London Daily Express says: that it is in 
possession of information which indicates that 
neutral trading in the interest of Germany is at 
last about to disappear.- Hitherto, owing to the 
pressure brought to bear by Germany, neutral 
Governments have been forced to supply that 
country with large quantities of their agricul- 
tural and other produce. The Allies are now 
taking steps that will put an end to these ex- 
ports. The entrance of the United States, also, 
into the war has simplified the situation; while 
the Allies are prepared to see to it that neutrals 
have fair treatment in regard to supplies for 
purely home consumption. The means of pres- 
sure now atthe disposal of the Allies, and 
already being employed, will convince the 
neutrals that. their, own interests must be con- 
sidered before those of Germany .and Austria. 


ANOTHER WINTER OF WAR. 


The Berne Correspondent of the Morning Post 
says :—~According to the ex-Chargé d’ Affaires for 
Haiti in Berlin, who, 'since the breaking off of 
diplomatic relations between the two countries, 
has been staying in Switzerland, the enemies 
of Germany must cherish no illusions on the 
ability of Germany to face another winter of 
war. “ Germany will endure another winter,”’ 
he says, “ though with difficulty.”

The ‘Lotd Mayor told the assembly that since 
last Saturday he had been m direct commun 
cation with the authorities. On that day he 
had had an interview v th the Chief Secretary 
on their behalf. On Tuesday he addressed @ 
letter to ths Under-Secretary at Dublin Castle 
inquiring as to what had been done to solve 
the unemployment problem, and that morning 
he had received a reply stating that the Chiet 
Secretary had inquired into the matter. Mr. 
Duke had curcemuricated with the Minister 9 
Labou: and the Minister of Munitions im order 
to make sure that ‘sbour from Dublin should 
not be at a disadvantage as compared wit 
lebour from other perts of Ireland in any com-

Tnited Kingdom. The Chief, Secretary, on his 
arrival in London (the ietter continued) in- 
tended to discuss the matter personally with 
each of these Ministers, and should he obtain 
a definite promise of work for any specified 
body of labourers he would inform the Under- 
Secretary by telegraph. ‘The Chief Secretary 
hoped it may be possible to make definite ar- 
rangements\in a few days to place about 200 of 
the unemployed workingmen of Dublin upou 
the railway works at Athy. In the event ot 
sufficient employment not being found by these 
measures the Chief Secretary has arranged that 
the Local Government Board shall consult with 
the two Dublin Boards of Guardians in order 
to provide by temporary measures under the 
Loeal Government Act of 1898 sich relief by 
way of employment as will avold any large 
degree of destitution amengst able-bodied 
workers. 

The Lord Mayor, continuing, said he had 
great hopes that the work at Athy would be 
started at once, ‘and that the Director of 
National Service would be able to make pro 
vision for the housing and feeding of the men. 
(Applause.) He thought that they had made 
some progress since they had first come to see 
him last week. (Hear, hear.) What had moved 
them originally was what they called a boycott 
ot Dublin men, and now that boycott, if 
€s +r existed, was removed. (Hegr, hear.)

Mr. Dillon writes:—The release of the 
prisoners was, of course, entirely due to the 
representations of the Irish Party, but I nee 
hardly say we neither expected nor looked for 
any acknowledgment or gratitude. We pressed 
for the release of the prisoners because we 
thought this act of amnesty essential in the 
beat interests of Ireland. Personally, I have 
always been strongly in favour of an early 
release of all the prisoners, because I regarded 
it as a crying injustice to hold these men in 
penal servitude, in view of the fact that the 
insurrection of last year, and all the eonfusion 
and chaos in Irish polities which have resulted 
from the insurrection, and the savage methods 
adopted after ita suppression, were due in 
greater measure to the campaign of Sir Edward 
Carson and the blanders and breaches of faith 
of British Ministers than to the folly and mis- 
cuided enthusiasm of the Sinn Fein leaders. 
The mischief which haa resulted from all these 
causes is deep and widespread, and it would be 
foolish to expect any sudden cure. It will re- 
ouire time and patience to recall Ireland to 
the paths of practical and effective action, bat 
no effective beginning could be made in that 
toilsome task till the festering sere of the penal 
servitude of Trish political prisoners had been 
healed. IT am afraid that there are atill 
troubled times before Ireland, but to us old 
gon Ao Go it will always be a great source of 
comfort and encouragement to know that even 
in this most @ificult situation we ean always 
look with confidence to the Nationalists of Bel- 
fast for commonsense and loyal support.

IMPOSING SCENE AT 
FRENCH PORT, 

The Press Association special correspondent, 
tclegraphing from somewhere in France under 
Gatco wune 26, says :—~ 
the first contingents of the troops which the 
United States is sending to fight side by side 
With the armies of the allies landed on hrench 
soil this morning. 

The Port Commander's launch put off at once 
with the French authorities and a uumber of 
American officers. The American ships wére 
met a short distance out steaming towards the 
land, a veritable armada of huge transports, 
whose black hulls showed clearly against the 
horizon, while the grey forms of the escorting 
Gestroyers were almost blotted 
leaden-coloured sea. Dominating everything 
vas an enormous American cruiser, with its 
peculiar upper works. The warships picked up 
their moorings with clockwork precision, and 
the transports were taken in charge of tugs, 
which towed them to their appointed berths. 

By this time the slight haze had disappeared, 
end crowds began to gather as the great trans- 
ports were slowly brought alongside the quays. 
(in the stroke of eight o'clock work ceased for: 
2 moment, and the troops came to the salute. 
Then there were resounding cheers from the 
transports, to which the. populace responded 
with a right good will. Along the breakwater 
there were gangs of men, who took no part in 
the demonstration of weleome—German pri- 
soners, who gazed in open-mouthed astonish- 
ment at the spectacle. Each transport as she 
thade fast was greeted with loud cheers, and 
the. scenes of enthusiasm were repeated through- 
out the morning. 

‘ihe, meeting between the American General 
lá command of the transporis and the French 
oficers on the quay was of a most friendly 
character. The (General, a veteran of the 
Cuban, Philippine; and Mexican Campaigns, 
was overwhelmed with questions as to how the 
vovage had passed off, but even the blandish- 
ments of experienced interviewers could make 
him say nothing more than, “We left in fine 
weather, with a calm sea, and we have arrived 
on time. Nothing happened.” He added, “I 
am happy to be the Commander of the first 
troops who will fight shoulder to shoulder with 
the heroes of the Marne and Verdun.”’ The 
General then left to inspect the camp where 
his men will be lodged. No time was loat in 
landing stores. Negro. labourers rushed down 
the gangwaye carrying tents, boxes of tinned 
meats, biscuits, sugar, eite, while the troops 
looked on from the decks.

Lord CHAPLIN called atiention to the In- 
sicuctions to the War Agricultural Committees 
to causé 2,700,000 acres of grass land to be 
ploughed up, and emphasised the imperative 
necessity of their obtaining, before this was 
done, from the Government distinct assurances 
that the requisite labour and machinery for 
the purpose and for the effective cultivation of 
the land broken up would be forthcoming 

Viscouht MILNER said he thought that the 
general policy of the Government in this mat- 
ter was still largely misunderstood. The great 
thing always to emphasise was that it was es- 
sentially an emergency policy. He hoped and 
believed that it might*be a turning point im 
British agriculture, and might lead to bene- 
ficial results in the future. The Government's 
policy in this matter had met with much eriti- 
cism, and perhaps with some resistance, The 
criticism was, however, largely due to oppost- 
tion, not to what the Government actually con- 
templated doing, but to what they were er- 
y roneously supposed to have in contemplation. 
Their object was not to break up a definite 
quantity of .graes land,: alihough he was cen- 
vinced that a very considerable breaking up of 
such land would be inevitable if they were to 
attain their purpose, which was to increase 
greatly the production of corn, and especially 
of wheat. A wreat deal of criticism was based 
on the idea that this extra wheat was to he 
raised wholly or mainiy from the newly 
ploughed land. In fact, newly ploughed land 
was in many cases quite unfit to grow wheat, 
but it might grow other crops, such as potatoes 
or oats, and release a corresponding amount of 
esisling arable land for the production of 
wheat. (Hear, hear.) Further, if the newly 
ploughed land was insufficient for the production 
of the large additional quantity of corn that 
they simed at. there was a large amount that

million acres of such land, and he did not 
think that in the existing circumstances, and 
in view of the pressing necessities, it could be 
eontended that that land was being pul to the 
best possible use.

WHAT THE NAME MEANS, 


INTERVLEW WITH THE PROVOST. 

Probably very few persona are aware how 
the Regent House 0 Trinity College, 
Dublin, which has been offered as 4 
meeting place for the Irw#h Convention, 
came by its name, and the first instinet is to 
connect it in some vague but incorrect manner 
with royaity. In the 
the Provost of Trinity College explained the sig- 
nificance of the anpellation. “The Regent 
House,” he said, “is the hall where the 
regents formerly met and did their business, 
They were, as in Cambridge, the lower Con- 
gregation of the University, and consisted of 
all euch Masters as were of less than 
three years’ standing. When they exceeded 
that rank, and still lived in the College, they 
were Masters non-regent, till they’ beeame 
Doctors. The duly of the regents, which they 
bound themselves to perform when they were 
admitted Masters, wae this. They were to 
moderate in the formal disputations of the can. 
didates for the A.B. degree, in which they 
attacked or defended with logical precision a 
thesis set before them. “We have the term 
‘Moderator ' still, but only for the senior and 
more distunguished students, who, later on, 
assumed the duty of the Masters in training 
the undergraduates. Thus, both performed 
very much the duty tow performed by the 
Junior Fellows in examining for the A.B. de- 
gree. Till they were satisfied with so many 
(six in eight) disputations, the cendidate 
bachelor could not come before the Benate. 
The Senior Master clic aris representa a long- 
abolished gm gee: 4 ‘three older Masters, 
and he still has an alsolute veto on all degrees, 
us have the Provost and the Chaneellor.

The House went into Committee on the Re- 
presentation of the People Bill, and proceeded 
to consider Part 2, which deals with registra- 
tion. 

On €lause 9, which provides for the pre 
paration of spring and autumn registers, 

Mr. ARTHUR SAMUELS moved that the 
section should not apply to University con- 
stituenGies. 

Sir GEORGE CAVE (Home Secretary) said 
that the Government did not intend thie part 
of the bill to apply to Univer-ities, and the 
arnendment was unnecessary. 

The amendment wae withdrawn, and Clause 
9 was added to the bill without amendment. 

Clause 10, which provides for the appoint- 
ment of registration officers from each registra- 
tion area, was agreed to, with drafting amend- 
ments. 

On Clause 11, which eets out the duties of 
the registration officers, 

Sir FREDERICK BANBURY moved an 
arnendment, to elicit from the Governmen! 
some expression of opinion as to whethtr or 
not there should be revising officers to check 
the registration officers in. the preparation of 
the registers : 

Sir GEORGE CAVE said he agreed that it 
would be a good thing to get rid of the system 
of revision courts. The next clause gave a 
appeal from registration officera on 
questions of law only to the County Courte, 
the effect being that on question of fact the 
decision of the regwtration officers would be 
final. He agreed with the Committee that it 
was a little dangerous to leave to any ,man, 
however capable, the right of giving final deci- 
sione on all questions of-fact, and he gathered 
that when they came to the next claime il was 
the view of members that there should be some 
appeal allowed on questions of fact. That 
wae his view, too. 

The amendment was negatived. 

Sir FREDERICK BANBURY moved the 
omission of Sub-section 2, because, he eaid, it 
enabled the Government, by Order in Council, 
io alter the rules in the first achedule for 
carrying the Act into full effect without the 
knowledge and assent of Parliament. 

‘ir. HERBERT SAMUEL agreed that 
sub-section appeared to contain rather 
reaching powers. 

Vr. HAYES FISHER said that the eub- 
oniy “followed the precedent of th¥ 
Loeal Government Aci 1888, which had 
worked very well. The rules must be eubject 
io alterateon from time to time, as experience 
showed that they were good or bad, and an im- 
portant alteradion might be required when 
Parliament was not sitting 

In the course of subsequent discussion, the 
HOME SECRETARY said that he would con- 
sider, before the Report «tage, whether it 
‘would not be possible to give the House power 
to object to any change in the rules proposed 
to be made by Order in Couneil. 

fhe amendment was withdraws, 
clause was added to the bill 

On Clause 12, which provides for appeals to

Mr. RAWLINSON moved that such appeals 
shonld be to revising barristera, and not to 
Counjy Courts.

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NO SUPPLIES FOR GERMANY 

The comprehensive plans already formulated 
by the Pape Council which ‘met for the first 
time at oe ge on Tuesday, include com- 
lete control of all. shipping, American and 
oreign, entering United States ports, and the 
stoppage of all-exports from neutral countries 
to Germany, says the New York correspondent 
of ‘the Daidy Telegraph. Under 
gi by the Export Control! Act, the Council 
ave decided to ask the Président to proclaim 
that coal and other fuel, including bunkers, can 
be carried only by special Government licence. 
This system of licensing will be gradually ex- 
tended to embrace all exports, and am 
advised by your Washington correspondent that 
the United States will refuse licences for food 
shipments to Scandanavian countries unless 
they discontinue their exports to Germany of 
iron ore and other goods. 


NEUTRAL TRADE WITH GERMANY 


The London Daily Express says: that it is in 
possession of information which indicates that 
neutral trading in the interest of Germany is at 
last about to disappear.. Hitherto, owing to the 
pressure brought to bear by Germany, neutral 
Governments have been forced to supply that 
country with large quantities of their agricul- 
tural and other produce. The Allies are now 
taking steps that will put an end to these ex- 
ports. The entrance of the United States, also, 
into the war has simplified the situation; while 
the Allies are prepared to see to it that neutrals 
have fair treatment in regard to supplies for 
purely home consumption. The means of pres- 
sure now atthe disposal of the Allies, and 
already being employed, will convince the 
neutrals that. their. own interests must be con- 
sidered before those of Germany .and Austria. 


ANOTHER WINTER OF WAR. 


The Berne Correspondent of the Morning Post 
says :—According to the ex-Chargé d’ Affaires for 
Haiti in Berlin, who, “since the breaking off of 
diplomatic relations between the two countries, 
has been staying in Switzerland, the enemies 
of Germany must cherish no illusions on the 
ability of Germany to face another winter of 
war. “Germany will endure another winter,” 
he says, “ though with difficulty.” 


GERMANS USING 1919 CLASS. 

Mr. Philip Gibbs, Special Correspondent of 
the Duily Chronicle at War Correspondents 
Headquarters, writes:—A week ago we used 
gas, and some of it penetrated one of their dug- 
outs, and 24 Germans of the 1918 Class were 
found dead there, when masked comrades came 
to rescue them. The company commander and 
other men were killed in the neighbouring dug- 
outs. So the wastage of the German Army goes 
on day after day, night after night, and be 
hind the 1918 Class is the 1919 Class, already 
drawn into the depéts. Will Germany sacrifice 
all her children before she yields? In more 
vital part’ of the line she has many hefty men 
and strong reserves of fine troops for immed- 
ate defence, but not enough for all her fronts, 
nor for all of this front. “Our wastage is 
great, too, but not at so fast a pace, and that 
is our big hope and Germany s big peril.

Replying to a resolution of the Belfast United 
Irish League, congratulating the Nationalist 
Party on securing the release of the rebel pri 
soners, Mr. Dillon writes:>—The release of the 
prisoners was, of course, entirely due to the 
representations of the Irish Party, but I need 
hardly say we neither expected nor looked for 
any acknowledgment or gratitude.

[4 will re- 
ouire time and patience to recall Ireland to 
the paths of practical and effective action, bat 
no effective beginning could be made in that 
toilsome task till the festering sore of the penal 
servitude of Trish political prisoners had been 
healed. IT am afraid that there are still! 
troubled times before Ireland, but to us old 
campaigners it will always be a great source of 
comfort and encouragement to know that even 
in this most @ifficult situation we can always 
look with confidence to the Nationalists of Bel- 
fast for commonsense and loyal support.

the Executive of the Irish Government on the 
behalf. They carried tablets on which were jn- 
scribed—“ Dublin men refused work at Labour 
Exchange; West of Ireland men accepted “ ; 
“We want work, not charity ; Dublin “ms 
demand the right to work.” The men were = - 
mitted to the Round Room, which they nearly 
filled. 

At the suggestion of the Lord Mayor, a com- 
mittes of four. representing different trades, 
was appointed to confer with him as to future 
developments. 

Ths ‘Lok Mayor told the assembly that since 
last Saturday he had been in direct commun 
cation with the authorities. On that day he 
had had an interview v th the Chief Secretary 
on their behalf. On Tuesday he addressed 4 
letter to ths Under-Secretary at Dublin Castle 
inquiring as to what had been done to solve 
the unemployment problem, and that morning 
he had received a reply stating that the Chiet 
Secretary had inquired into the matter. Mr. 
Duke had ceremunicated with the Minister 3 
Labou: and the Minister of Munitions in order 
to make sure that ‘ebour from Dublin should 
not be at a disadvantage as compared wit 
lebour from other perts of Ireland in any com- 
xetition there may be for employment in the 
United Kingdom. The Chief, Secretary, on his 
arrival in London (the letter continued) in- 
tended ‘to discuss the matter personally with 
each of these Ministers, and should he obtain 
a defitite promise of work for any specified 
body of labourers he would inform the Under- 
Secretary by telegraph. ‘The Chief Secretary 
hoped it may be possible to make definite ar- 
rangements\in a few days to place about 200 of 
the unemployed workingmen of Dublin upon 
the railway works at Athy. In the event of 
sufficient employment not being found by these 
measures the Chief Secretary has arranged that 
the Local Government Board shall consult with 
the two Dublin Boards of Guardians in order 
to provide by temporary measures under the 
Logal Government Act of 1898 such relief by 
way of employment as will avoid any large 
degree of destitution amengst able-bodied 
workers. 

The Lord Mayor, continuing, said he had 
great hopes that the work at Athy would be 
started at once, ‘and that the Director of 
National Service would be able to make pro- 
vision for. the housing and feeding of the men 
(Applause.) He thought that they had mad 
some progress since they had first come to see 
him last week. (Hear, hear.) What had moved 
them originally was what they called a boycott 
ot Dublin men, and now that boycott, i it 
ex ar existed, was removed. (Hear, hear.) — 
would eonfer with the committee that was just 
appointed, and when they got an order for the 
two or three hundred men then it would be up 
to the Labour Exchange or the Director 
of National Service to provide for 
them. He would not rest satisfied with the 
engagement of two or three hundred men, and 
would not cease until practically every unem- 
ployed man in Dublin had found work.

GOVERNMENT SUGGESTION TO POOR 

LAW GUARDIANS. 3

McCarthy, Inspector Local 
Board, addressing the Guardians, said they 
were aware that it had been recently 
represenied to the Local Government Board 
that there was exceptional distress m this 
city. That was a matter which deeply and 
directly concerned the Board of Guardians. He 
had been requested by the President of the 
local Gevernment Board, Mr. Duke, to attend 
their meeting and explain that if, in the Guar- 
dians’ opinion, distress, which could be regarded 
as exceptiopal and whith could not be dealt 
with under the ordinary poor law, existed, 1% 
was the Guardians’ duty to make representa- 
tioms to the’ Corporation or the County Coun- 
cil, as the case might be, with the view of ob- 
taming authority to afford the necessary relret. 
The 14th Section of the Local Government Act 
of 1898 enabled the Local Government Board to 
make an order om the appheation of a County 
Council or a County Borough avuthoris- 
ing the grantiog of reliet to per- 
sons who might be out of employment through 
no fault of their own. Certam conditions wero 
prescribed. One of these conditions, which 
would be preseribed, would be to establish some 
sort of labour test. He trusted that the Guar- 
dians would consider the suggestion and;see 
what immediate actaon, f apy, in their opinion, 
should be taken. 

The Chairman, Mr. John Scully, J.P., said 
he thought before any action was taken their 
relieving officers should be asked to make a 
report. Some time ago their officers had ro- 
ported that there was no such exceptional dis- 
tress in their respective districts. .He thought 
there was sufficient work for every man out of 
work. u not in Ireland, ab any rate outside of 
Ireland, and, in his opinion, it was the duty of 
the Government to see that men should not 
be left unemployed and further burdens put on 
Lhe rates. 

Mr. Crimmins said it was absolutely neces- 
sary for the Guardians to tell the Government 
that the Government itself was the cause of the 
unemployment. In the St. Patrick’s Division 
thers were at least 1,500 thrown out of employ- 
ment owing to the restriction in the brewing 
distilling, and allied industries. They should 
point out to the Chief Secretary that the 
achemes for the better housing of the poorer 
elasses in the city, which were absolutely neces- 
and approved of by the Local Government 
Board, had been held up because the money 
was not advanced. Then the rebuilding of 
Sackville street would give employment for the 
next five years for every idle man in Dublin. 

Mr. Foran said he had just come from the 
Mansion House, where there was a demonstra- 
tion of 500 men, who were asking for work, 
and not for charity They were. willing to 
work. It was a disgrace to any Government. to 
kave Sackville street in the condition it had

“DUBLIN MILK SUPPLY. 


SIR CHARLES CAMERON AND 


ITS PURITY. 
At the request of the Public Health Com- 
| mittee of the Dublin Corporation, Sir Charles A. 
'Caméron, Medical Superintendent Officer of 
Health, has éubmitted a report on the milk 
supply "of Dublin in reply to a report of Pro- 
fessor Houston, of the Royal College of Science, 


showing that, so far as bacteria and dirt were ' 


concerned, milk supplied to Dublin was, ''on 
the whole, below the usual standard of purity. “ 
Professor Houston's report was embodied in 
the report on Physical Welfare of Mothers 
and Children relating to Ireland by Dr. B. Coey 
Bigger, M.D., issued by the Carnegie United 
Kingdom Trust, which, when pubhshed, was 
commented on in the Dublin newspapers. Bir 
in his report, says: The 

rt ( 911) eiated that 
some of the milk supp to London contained 
3,000,000 bacteria per as ho centimetre (about 
15 drops). The greatest number permissible 
should be 500 in winter and 2,000 in summer, 

“Tt might | be inferred frém Professor Hous- 
ton’s geport,” says Sir Chagles Cameron, “ that 
the Sanitary Authority img Dublin might have 
done more than has been ted to seoure the 

urity of milk, but I doWhet think that the 
Protessot intended his o ations to have 
thet meaning. In a leading article on the sub- 
ject the ZJrish Times was somewhat sarcastic. 
It is clear that throughout the United Kingdom 
milk samples with excess of bacteria and of 
dirt are to be mot with, and I am disposed to 
think that Dublin is better off with re ard to 
its milk supply than many other cities. By. 
the time the country milk reached the city its 
bacterial contenta wero great increased, 
especially if the vessels were not strictly clean. 
Circulars and advice from the Sanitary 
Authority recommended that the milk in shops 
should be covered, except when being dispensed. 
When the milk was brought home it might be 
kept under conditions which, by flies or other 
means, might cause it to become infective. It 
was impossible to secure the purity of milk br 
bacterial methods alone. The railways brought 
annually into the city about 1,730,000 gallons «f 
milk. By vehicle considerable quantities came 
from the County of Dublin. It would, of 
course, be possible to examine milk at the rail- 
way stations. To do so with the microscope 
would occupy about half an hour per 
sample. There were 205 dairy yards in 
the city, In which for a portion of the year 
about 5,000 cows were located. Milking took 
place about the same time et these 205 places 
therefore, only a daily inspection ‘of a limited 
number of them is possible. In 459 shops milk 
was vended. Mr. Andrew Watson, M.R.C.V.S8.. 
was a whole-time officer of the Corporation. He 
was assisted by Mr. Petee Dolan, M.R.C.V.S8 
and occasionally also by Dr. Russell, Assistant 
Medical Officer of Health, himself (Sir CO 
Cameron), and three sanitary inspectors. In a 
single year Mr. Watson had detected 227 ab- 
scesses and other affections in cows. In cases 
where the naturé of the disease was _ likely to 
affect the milk injuriously its sale Was pro. 
hibited. As regards dirt in milk, since he beran 
to write that report, 13 samples of milk of Dub- 
lin cows had been examined, and not one par- 
ticle of dirt was present in any of them. About 
20,000 mspections of dairies and dairy yards 
were annually made. About 500 notices to re- 
move manure, to effect structural improvements, 
to prevent overcrowding, etc., were annually 
eerved. From 30 to SO prosecutions had to be 
taken annually to enforen them. Prosecutions 
for milking with dirty hands had freqnently 
been inslituted. When the daify herds were in 
the city thev were carefully and periodically 
inspected. When they were brought to their 
surnmer pastures they came under the jurimhe- 
tion of the rural sanitery authorities. It was 
notorious that rural public hygiene was at a low 
ebb. 

There was no county whole-time medical 
oficer of health or sanitary inkpectors, unlike 
the case in Eneland and Seotland. From the 
farmers’ premises the larger portion of the milk 

supplied to Dublin was delivered. It was to 
the skilful and constant inspection of the farm 
yard and its cowe that they must look for im- 
proved bacteriological conditions. He war sure 
there was no town in which milk was purer or 
of better quality than the winter and spring 
milk of the Dublin cows: bit when mixed with 
country milk it might be infected, A great im. 
provement would be effected if all places in 
rural districts in which milk was produced wera 
placed under the Department of Agriculture. 
with an increased etal of veterinary sureeons 
and bactcriologiats,

Mr. O'Donoghue’s last ilinesas 
was not long. His health had, for some time, 
been poor; yet it was so much better that his 
friends thought he was wholly well again; last 
week, indeed, he was about and at his work.

Mr. ©’ Donoghue was born at’ Chelsea on the 
22nd July, 1666. He began to write for the 
Press at the age of twenty, and as years passed 
he grew in reputation. He was a man of the 
warmest heart, who knew well all the océle- 
brated Irish. writers of our day. Of his ample 
books, perhaps his greatest contribution to Irish 
literature is “The Poets of Ireland: a Bio- 
graphical Dictionary,”” of which the second 
edition is admirably fruitful Mr. O’ Donoghue 
probably knew more about Anglo-Lrich litera 
ture of the 18th and tho beginning of the 19th 
century than any other man in the world, Men of 
letters and hbrarians often sought his help in 
tracing the authorship of anonymous wérks. He 
wrote constantly in that fine little me riodical, 
“The Irish Book.Lover’’: and in various wava 
he contributed writings to many biographical 
dictionaries like the Dictionary af Nationa! 
Biography. Ho waa a Vice-President of the 
National Literary Society. 

lt was in 1909 that Mr, 0 Donoghue became 
Librarian of University College, Dublin. 0 ving 
to him its library grew repidiy into a good col- 
lection. He had much to do with urging and 
managing the purchase of tho library of Pro- 
fessor Zimmer, one of the greatest Celtic 
scholars that have been. Mr. O'Dónochue's 
library had been quite lately moved to the new 
University building; and he had schemes for its 
better arrangement, having thus pot more 
space. In early life Mr. O'Donoghue was fond 
of going to Paris. He haunted the book shops
